The Reclamation of Waste Lauds in Ireland. 

W hereas an Act was passed in the session of Parliament held 
in the tenth year of Her present Maiesty, entitled “An Act 
to facilitate the Impiroveinent of Landed Property in Ireland 

And whereas an Act was passed in the session of Parliament held 
6 in the twenty-sixth and twenty-seventh years of the reign of Her 
present Majesty, entitled “ The Drainage and Improvement of Lands 

(Ireland) Act, 1863 n n 
And whereas an Act w'as passed in the session of Parliament held 
in the thh-ty-third and thirty-fom-th years of the reign of Her 
]0 present Majesty, entitled “The Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 

And whereas it is expedient to amend said last-mentioned Act, 
and to extend the powers conferred hy said Acts respectively for 
the more effectual drainage and reclamation of waste lands m 
15 Ireland, and to facilitate the granting of loans hy the 

sioners of Public Worlis in Ireland for said imrposes, and foi the 

pm-chaso of lands by tenants in Ireland: , 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritiial imd Tempoia , 

20 and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : „ , t , 

1 . This Act may be cited for all purposes as “ The Waste Lands 
Eeclamation (Ireland) Act, 1878. v t t f 

2 Tins Act shall extend to Ireland only. ° 

26 3 ! “ Watercourse ” shah include all rivers, streams, di-ains, sewers, 

and nassaffes through ndiich water flows. 

“Person” shall include any body of persons coi-porate or n^- 
corporate, unless there is something in the context inconsistent 

3o‘’'‘"cr^ssioners” sbaU mean Her Majesty’s Conmhs^oners of 
Public Worts in Ireland for the time hemg, or any one or more of 

*'"^^roprietor ” shah have the same meaning as the word “ owner ’ 
in the Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870, and shall mehuie 
[Bill 18.] A 
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“absolute owner,” “tenant for life,” and other limited owner as 
therein defined, and “ owner ” shall have the same meaning as it has 
in the “ Lands Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845.” 

“District” shall mean and include the lands mentioned, de- 
scribed, or referred to in the maps and plans or schedules as 5 
approved of hy the Commissioners of Public "Works. 

“ Laud” shall mean and include all arable, pastme, or otherwise 
profitable land, and all waste uncultivated land, and shall also 
extend to messuages, tenements, mills, weirs, easements, fisheries, 
and other hereditaments corporeal or incorporeal, and any estate or lo 
interest therein, and any undivided part thereof, or any of them. 

“ Waste lands ” shall he deemed to mean and include all moun- 
tain and other hog land, and all cut-away bog laud wdiich shall not 
have been completely drained and rendered fi.t for profitable culti- 
vation, all wet lands or lands lying partially or wholly under water 15 
aud incapable of proper cultivation for want of draining, all moor 
lands, common fields, or commons and uncultivated lands which, 
on the average of the entire tract, would not let for more than five 
shillings per acre per annum, but which arc capable of being made 
worth at least ten shillings per acre per annum, and all slob, tidal, 20 
or riparian lands which are partially or periodically covered with 
the waters of any sea, lake, or river which, by the lowering of such 
waters, would be left high and dry, or capable of cultivation. 

4. Any person or persons interested in any land liable to he 
flooded or injured by water*, or the drainage whereof may he capable 25 
of being improved, or any waste lands, may, with the consent of the 
Commissioners, constitute such land or other area of land a sepai*ate 
di*ainage and reclamation district. 

5. The Commissioners for the purposes of this Act shall be a 

body corporate, aud possess a common seal. 30 

6 . The following proceedings shall be taken for the purpose of 
obtainmg the sanction and preliminary award of the Commissioners : 

A petition shall he presented to them by one or more persons 
interested in the proposed district, stating the proposed boundaries 

of the district by reference to a map, or in sucb other manner as 35 
they shall think expedient, aud also stating the exigencies which 
render the formation of such district for drainage and reclamation, 
or either of them, necessary. It shall be signed by the petitioners, 
and shall be accompanied by a map copied or traced from the 
ordnance sheet, and on a scale of not less than six inches to the 40 
mile, showing the land to he drained or improved by such drainage, 
and showing in one more schedules annexed thereto or accom- 
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panying same the reputed proprietors and occupiers thereof, and A.D. 1878. 
showing, so far as may he possible, the line, course, and situation of 
the stream, watercourses, drains, rivers, and lakes intended to he 
cleared, scoured, or embanked, and the requisite variations, diver- 
5 sions, abridgments, or enlargements of the same, and the directions 
and extent of any new drain, watercom’ses, or works neccssaiy to 
be made, and the land in and through which tlie same are to bo 
made, and the deepening or extension of any outfall, river, or lake 
lying on or passing through or over any adjacent land lying outside 
10 the area of the proposed district, and necessary to be deepened or 
extended for the purposes of such drainage ; and in the event of 
any waste or unprofitable land being adjacent to or in connexion 
with said land proposed to be drained and capable of being drained, 
improved, or reclaimed in connexion therewith, same shall be 
15 colomred brown, or otherwise distinguished from said first-mentioned 
land ; and the said Commissioners shall cause to be made copies of 
the said schedules and maps, and shall cause such copies to ho 
deposited in such convenient place or places as the said Commis- 
sioners shall think proper witliin or in the immediate vicinity of 
20 the district, and with the clerks of the peace of the county or coun- 
ties in which such land or the river, lake, or outfall sliall he situate, 
there to remain open for the public inspection at all reasonable 
times for thi'ee successive weeks, and all persons shall be at liberty 
to inspect and make copies of or extracts from the said schedules 
25 and maps, and copies thereof or extracts from shall he made for any 
person who shall require the same on payment of the costs of 
maldng such copies or extracts, not exceeding 



7, The said Commissioners shall cause notice, stating the place 
or places in which copies of the said schedules and map have been 
30 deposited as aforesaid, to be lodged with the clerk or clerks of the 
peace of the counties in which said district and outfall shall 
situate, and cause same to be published in some newspaper usually 
circulated in the district in which the land or river or part of a 
river proposed to be drained or reclaimed shall be situated, or in 
35 the vicinity thereof, and also to be served on the proprietors, either 
personally or by forwarding same by post in a prepaid letter to t le 
usual or last known place or places of abode of such proprietors ;

“ Drainage and Improvement of lands (Ireland) Act, 1863,” in 
I'Gspect of the inspector tlierein mentioned. 



11. The inspector shaU roijort the result of Ms inquiries to the 
Commissioners, who shaU lodge copies of such report noth the clerk 25 
or clerks of the peace respectively, and shaU forthmth cause a 
notice, stating that said report has been so lodged, to be pubUshed 
in some newspapers usually circulated in the proposed district, and

the purchase money proposed to be paid for same, and all other 
matters connected -with such drainage and reclamation as the Com- 
10 missioners shall think advisable, and such preliminary award shall 
also limit the time within which the works in any such district shall 
be completed, and the several other matters and things herein-after 
mentioned. 

12 . Notice of the prelimmaiy award shall he published hy the of 
15 Commissioners in the Dublin Gazette, the Irish Times, the Tree- 

man’s Journal, and the Evening Mail, and iu some newspaper pubUslicd. 
circulating in the district to w'Mch it relates, and copies of said 
notices shall also be served on such persons and in such manner as 
the Commissioners shall direct. 

20 13 . Dpon the expiration of one nionili from the last of such oue month 

piihlications, it shall he the duty of the Commissioners to lia\ e said :i\raW

deepen, divert, scour, or cleause any river, stream, drain, brook, pool, 15 
or watercom’se numiiig through such land, and to make, open, and 
cut in or upon the same, or any new watercourse, side-cut, ditch, or 
drain, and to alter or remove any bank, sluice, flood-gate, drain, 
tunnel, or other works necessary for drainage or reclamation, and to 
dam, bai’, and stop up with any weir or dam any river, brook, pool, 20 
stream, or watercoiu’se, and also to make upon such land any 
emhankment against the sea or any lake, river, stream, or watcr- 
coinse, and to put and place on such land any piles, stones, earth, 
soil, or other materials for the purposes of the works, or for the 
more effectual protection or defence of such land, or for the better 25 
conveying the waters from the said land into the sea or into any 
river, lake, stream, or watercom'se, whether within or without the 
hoimdary of the district, and also to form any dam and to erect any 
sluice, hatch, or lock in any river, lake, stream, or watercourse for 
the purpose of supplying water to any mill or factory, or of keeping 30 
hack a sufficiency of water for the use of cattle or for the irrigation 
or warping of lauds where such uTigatioii or warping shall be 
wanted and shall he a beneficial manurance to such lauds, and also 
to stop up or divert any road or remove any bridge, and to make 
any new road or bridge, and also from time to time to repair, alter, 35 
or remove any sluice, flood-gate, hatch, tunnel, road, or other works 
now made or to be made as aforesaid, and to divert, deepen, widen, 
cleause, and scour any outfall, ditch, drain, watercoiuse, or side-cut 
now existing or to he made as aforesaid, and to plant or remove 
trees or shrubs when necessary, and to construct such houses, 40 
offices, or other buildings as may be necessary for rendering ■waste 
lands or other allotments fit for occupation and cultivation as 
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lievein-after mentioned, and also to do all suoli tilings and execute A.P. IS' 
all sucli n-orks as may lie neccssaiy or convenient for tlie purposes 
of tins Act, making compensation to Tic ascertained in the manner 
herein-after mentioned to all persons for any damage occasioned to 
6 them hy the exorcise of any such powers, and in order to euahle the 
Commissioners more ell'cctually to construct and maintain the said 
works there shall bo incorporated with this Act the several sections 
of the several Acts of Parliament herein-after mentioned, viz., the 
thii'tieth, forty-sixth, fiftieth, fifty-fifth, fifty-sixth, fifty-ninth, 

10 sixty-first, sixty-second, sixty-tlmd, and sixty-foin-th sections of 
the Act fifth and sixth Victoria, chapter eighty-nine, and the 
twenty-eighth, twenty-ninth, and thirty-first sections of the Act 
sixteenth and seventeenth Victoria, chapter one hundred and thirty. 



18. After the confirmation of said pireliminary award as herein- 
15 before mentioned, and after the period of one month from the 
publication of same as hereiii-hcfore directed, the Commissioners 
may from time to time contract with any landlord or landlords in 
Ireland for the pm-chase of any estate or estates, consisting in the 
whole or in part of waste lands, at and for such price as shall he 
20 considered by the Commissioners reasonable, and may iiay the 
piu'chase money and all other money.s required for the purposes of 
this Act out of the moneys ■which from time to time havc^ been or 
shall be issued or authorised to be issued to the Commissioners 
under the Acts, or any of them, incorporated heron ith. 

25 19. Owners of waste laud as herein-before and in said Land- 

lord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870, defined shall be and are 
hereby enabled to contract for and convey to the Commissioners 
the entire estate and interest in the lands so proposed to be sold and 
conveyed by them, subject to the provisions of the said Acts as to 
30 the lodgment of money in coiut in the case of limited owners ; and 
all owners, tenants, occupiers, or persons having rights of coinmon, 
turbarv way, grazing, hunting, fishing, shooting, or other rights, 
shall be entitled to be paid by the Commissioners out of the funds 
in their hands for the purposes aforesaid such componsatiou as 
33 shall be ascertamed in respect thereof by the arbitrator m said 
Drainage and Improvement of Lands (Ireland) Act, 1873, and herein- 
after mentioned. 

20. As soon as convenient after the purchase of said waste laud 
by said preliminary awai-d authorised to he purchased, the Com- 
40 missioners shall cause the main or general drainap thereot to be 
effected to an extent sufficient to afford facilities for the thorough 
drainage or cultivation of same thereafter, ami shall, when necessaiy,

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cau?e suitable roads, passages, approaches, and embankments to be 
constructed, and shall cause said lauds to be divided into allotments 
of from ten acres to one hundred acres, as to tlic Commissioners 
may seem most suitable for the locality and the probable require- 
ments of occupiers, and shall cause each allotment to be suitably 5 
fenced and suitably tiled or slated houses to be erected thereon, 
and shall cause such other works to be effected as shall be deemed 
l)v them desimhle, iu order to adapt said lands for reclamation and 
cultivation by occupiers, hut the Commissioners shall not undertake 
the fm’ther reclamation or the cultivation of said lands, it being the 10 
intent of this Act that such reclamation and cultivation shall be 
effected by farmers and labom’ers who may become occupiers and 
ultimately owner.s of said allotments imder the provisions of this 
Act. 

21. When said main or general drainage of said waste land or 16 
any suf&cicnt portion thereof shall have been effected, said allot- 
ments made, and said lands otherwise prepared for occupation iu 
manner and to the extent aforesaid, the Commissioners shall cause 
advertisements to be inserted in the Dublin Gazette, the Irish 
' Times, the Freeman’s Journal, the Dublin Evening Mail, or some 20 
metropolitan daily newspaper, and any local newspaper, if any, cir- 
culating in the district or coimty iu which such lauds are situate 
or the counties next adjoining thereto, one insertion for each of two 
successive weeks in each of said newspapers and gazette respec- 
tively, describing said allotments and inmting tenders for the 25 
pm-chase thereof for the purposes of reclamation and cultivation 
by occupiers ; and the said Commissioners shall be authorised to 
sell said allotments, or any of them, for such purposes at a rate of 
purchase equal to a proportionate part, of the price paid by said 
Conmiissioners for said lands and the subsequent expenditure by 30 
the Commissioners thereon, with interest at the rate of three and a 
half per cent, per annum, and upon every such sale each allotment 
sold shall be deemed to be charged with an anntuty of five pounds 
for every one hundred pounds of the pui'chasc money thereof, 
or for such portion of the purchase money as shall not have been 35 
paid by the pm*ehaser to the Commissioners, such annuity to be 
limited in favour of the Commissioners and to he payable by equal 
half-yearly payments within a term of thirty-five years^ to commence 
from the end of the second year after such sale, and the Commis- 
sioners shall cause said terms to be distinctly described and set out 40 
in said advei'tisements together with such other particulars con- 
nected with the several allotments, their situation and condition, as 
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they may consider expedient ; and in the eyent of no tender hemg A.D. is:s. 
sent in within three months from the date of the last of such 
advertisements, or in the event of such tender bemg insufficient or 
otherwise imsatisfactoiy, the Commissioners shall have power to 
5 sell or cause to he sold said allotments, or any of them, hy puhhe 
auction, and upon every such sale the pm-chase money or any part
